Toe native raust sup- 
ply the labor, but he dees not much 
enjoy it. Ke prefers to go to school 
and learn to read and write and sing 
and be a teacher or a preacher. Still 
he wants the clothes and symbols 
of civilization, and will work to ob- 
tain them. There Is, however, occa- 
sionally a man who has some brains 
and is willing to work for the better- 
ment of the condition of himself and 
his people. 
These few justify the 


efforts of the various missions and 
schools that are working among the 


The 
industrial 
schools 
natives. 
teaching the dignity and worth of 
labor have something of a struggle. 
The native cf these plateaus must 
work or starve, as his land does not 
fiotv T.-itb.' milk and honey. The fruits 
are small and poor. 
Cattle there 


were in times past, but the dreadful 
plagues have reduced the herds till 
few, 
besides the kings, have cattle. 


One king, 
whose people 
number 


about seven thousand scattered thin- 
ly over his territory, has a herd of 
about thirty cattle. 


.The natives really live the simple 


life, and are comparatively well and 
healthy until they begin to acquire 
the clothes and vices of civilization. 
During this transition stage the na- 
tive is a queer creature. "When he 
learns the proper use of clothes— 
when he learns that if te has three 
suits It 
does not mean 
that all 


should be worn at the same time 
while he works and perspires at a 
temperature of ninety degrees 
or 


higher; when he learns that a loin- 
cloth and a derby or straw hat are 
incongruous, then he will also have 
learned some things about hygiene 
and sanitation that will make a dif- 
ferent being: of him. At present he 
wears his clothes day and night until 
they are too tattered to hang on his 
body. Then he acquires another gar- 
ment, and behold! the old one is kept 
in its proper place because the new 
one covers and holds it with ail its 
grease and grime. 
On this account 


sensitive nostrils suffer much. 
That 


the simple life is healthful is attest- 
ed by the fact that these people who 
live amid conditions of filth in which 
they should, by right, die off like 
flies, continue to increase and multi- 
ply. 


A hnt ten feet in diameter, this is

antelope. The 


women do most of the v.-crk in the

ed for the gardens. 
This clearing 


does not come every year, as they 
work on a plot 01 ground until it is 
exhausted before clearing another. 
The women dig un the earth Into 
ridges with their hoes shaped like a 
pancake, sov/ tlie grain, cultivate and 
harvest it. 


The grain is stored in temporary 


granarics near the thrashing floor, 
which, is a Sat rock or of hard. 
smooth earth, until it is thoroughly 
dry. Then it is beaten out with sticks, 
winnowed by tossing from a basket in 
the wind, and, finally, stored in 
granaries of reeds or grass, covered 
inside and out with mud. These 
granaries are usually built on rocks, 
and are of all sizes, from the small 


and far 
from beautiful 
or pictur- 


esque, while many of the yoy^cer 
people, clad chiefly in nature's tart, 
are both pleasing to the eye and as 
icodest as can be desired. They are 
a"polygamous but .quite" a moral peo- 
ple according to their standard?. To 
the -white man any sense of nudity 
is dispelled by the ehocnlate^rown 
skin, and one admires thv texture of 
the glossy brown skin, the supple 
rnirscles, and the graceful propor- 
tions as he might a- fine horse. Im- j 
modesty is not thought of; it Is not j 
in the native's mind until implanted j 
by the

among the Mashonas is somewhat 
difficult, as they are shy. It is only 
after some acquaintance and repeated 
visits and talk that they will drop 
their self-consciousness and go on 
with their work as though you Yrore 
one of themselves. 


The Kaffir industries have declined 


since the advent of the whites. Iron 
is no linger smelted, and only a few 
scattered smithies remain. The na- 
tives make z, few assegais or knives. 
Most of their hoes, etc., are "siade 
in Germany" to the native pattern 
and sold from the traders' stores. 
The cheap prints have entirely re- 
placed the old-tirae bark cloth. Iron 
pots, in many instances, take the 
place of the earthen ones. The water- 
jars, either c* calabash shells or of 
earthenware, 
with perhaps 
a few 


criss-cross scratches for decoration, 
rercain as of old. A few baskets are 
ir:ade, but with simple or no decora- 
tion, and the people know nothing of 
color. 
Black and white Is all they 


seem to see. They are away below 
our American Indian in intellect cr 
enterprise, 
but endure civilization 


better, taking what conies and not 
fretting under it. This makes the 
negro problem here serious. 


In traveling about this country one 


must of necessity use carriers, and 
this is work for the men. Each man 
carries his lead of sixty pounds on 


j his head or shoulder and trots off 
j his fifteen, miles a day. Ke can do 
twenty-five or more if necessity com- 
pels, but it Is not wisdom to rush 
things. There is also the occasional 
donkey if one desires to ride. Walk- 
ing is usually preferable and healta- 


j ful, while if one is ill the hammock 
• comes into service. 
If one travels 


but little daring the rainy season 
there is little cause to fear sickness. 
There Is fever, but mosquito netting 
prevents that, and for all but a fev/ 
months of the year the climate of 


i these plateaus is delightful for out- 
door life. 
Pure air and sunshine, 


and some weather cool enough to he 
quite bracing, make this ia reality a 
country for the white man, although

Turkish 
horseshoes are simply a 


Sat plate of iron with, a nole in the 
middle. In his volume of "Personal 
Adventures'- Colonel J. P. Robertson 
describes the extraordinary method of 
preparing the horse to be shod: 


Tne farrier takes a good long rope, 


doubles il, and knots a loop at the 
end to about the size of a good large 
horse-collar. This is to put over the 
horse's head after the manner of a 
horse-collar, the knot resting on the 
horse's chest. 


Then the 
two ends of rope are 


brought between his legs; each rope, 
then taken by a man, is hitched on to 
the tfctlocks 
cf his hind legs and 


brought through the loop in front: 
then by a bard, steady pull the hind 
legs are drawn up to the fore legs, 
and the horse falls heavily on his 
side. 


All four 
feet are then 
tied to- 


gether by the fetlocks, the horss is 
prc-pp'd up on bis back, and tlie 
farrier sits quietly down beside him, 
takes off all the old shoes and puts 
on new.

UMEROUS indeed are tie motives which have led and siHl 
lead men to resort to expletives. Certain of those now in 
use contain little mere than a repetition of the sarse idea 
expressed by two different words. A part of the compound 
has become obsolete cr archaic; hence it needs or needed 
to have its meaning strengthened. Luke, for instance, 
meant "tepid"; bat as It came to be somewhat unfamiliar, 
the sense v.-as brought out with precision by adding to it 
warm. Different from this, though possibly allied to It, may 


be the attributive use cf v/idow in the expression widow woman. The second 
word cf the combination is clearly unnecessary; but it may not hare been 
always so. The difference of the final vowel in the original Anglo-Saxon words 
constituted the sole distinction between widuwa a -widower" and wlCuvre a 
"widow." V.'hcn the level-ing processes that went on after the Conquest 
gave to both ilsese words the same ending -e. a natural way to fix definitely the 
idea ci fc-siininity,' before -er v.-as added to create the masculine form, wp-ald 
be to apyead 'woman" to the common \vcrd. If this were so, it wcuiu be 
aliECSt inevitable that the combination would survive long after the necessity 
for it had disappeared. However this may be, the expression has subsisted 
for ctr.---.ries ia o-ur speech. When in our version of the Bible, the women 
of Tekcah tells King David, "I am indeed a widow woman, and m!ne hus- 
band is dead," we are supplied in the saras-short sentence with illustrations 
cf two different sorts of "expletives. For the one, ihe original Hebrew is 
necessarily responsible; for the other, the- sixteenth-century translators. The 
Wycllffi:e version of the fourteenth ceatury had "v.-oman-v.-idow." But what- 
ever the origin, the expressicn has come down to the present time. Nor is 
it confined, as is oftea" asserted, to colloquial speech. To die one instance 
out 01 many, it is used !u Barnaby Rudge by Dickens, when speaking in his 
own person. "To find this widow woman." he says, . . . "linked mysterious- 
ly with an ill-onic-ned man 
. . .v.-as a discovery that pained as much as 


startled him."—Harper's Magazine,

Hitherto 
State regrJatlon has been inefficient, ana for that reason alone Its localizing 
r,ov,-er has not bc-coine manifest. It is new becoming organised, energetic, 
and effective. If continued it will work its Inevitable result. No rivalry can 
surpass that cf cur commercial centres, and State governments, let their 
authority be eSlcieat, will represent their ovm commercial interests. 
The 


national government and the States ear-not prescribe rules to the same instru- 
mentality without being brought into constant conflict- This has already 
brought us to the verge cf civil war in Xcrth Carolina and been the occasion 
of the sharpest acrimony in other States. Such a conflict nmst in the end 
result in the complete supremacy of one authority or the other.—From Les 
lie's.

Per- 
l\apa tho ruling pe^òple were sonio 
Arabic 
or Phoénlciau 
adveuturers, 
who left so little of their civilization 
herb that when they wont away oven 
tho memory of them was forgoften. 
.What may be an evidence of their 
Btay Is the occasional hoolced nose 
and thin lips of somo negro who is 
often mòro Intolìlgènt than his fel- 
loes. 
Tho Mashona people are of 
tho Bantu race, but aro lower than 
the Zulu or Matabele; in fact, their 
name means "the dirty, or fllthy peo- 
ple.'; 


vTho whites are now coming Into 
tho country, 
developing 
its aban- 
doned mines and exploiting mineral 
wealth of which tho ancient miners 
never dreamed. The native must sup- 
ply tho labor, but he does not much 
enjoy it. 
Ho prefers to go to school 
and learn to read and write and sing 
and be a teacher or a preacher. Still 
he waists tho clothcs and symbols 
of civilization, and will work to ob- 
tain them. 
There is, however, occa- 
sionally a man who has somo brains 
and is willing to vi^ork for the better- 
ment of the condition of himself and 
his people. 
These few justify the 
eliorts of tho various missions and 
schools that are v/orking among the 
natives. 
The 
Industrial 
schools 
teaching tho dignity and worth of 
labor have something of a struggle. 
The nativo of these plateaus must 
work or starve, as his land does not 
flow v/ith milk and honey. The fruits 
are small and poor. 
CattIo there 
were In times past, but the dreadful 
plagues have reduced the herds till 
few, besides tho kings, have cattle. 
One king, 
whose people 
number 
about seven thousand scattered thin- 
ly over his territory, has a herd of 
about thirty cattle. 


.The natives really live tho simple 
life, and are comparatively well and 
healthy until they begin to acquire 
the clothes and vices of civilization. 
During this transition stage the na- 
tivo Is a queer creature. When he 
learns the proper use of 
clothes— 
when he learns that if he has three 
suits It 
does not mean 
that 
all 
should be worn at; the same time 
while he works and perspires at a 
temperature 
of 
ninety degrees 
or 
higher; when he learns that a loin- 
cloth and a derby or straw hat are 
incongruous, then he will also have 
learned some things about hygiene 
and sanitation that will make a dif- 
ferent being of him. 
At present he 
wéars his clothes day and night until 
they are too tattered to hang on his 
body. 
Then he acquires another gar- 
ment, and behold! the old one is kept 
In Its proper place because the new 
one covers and holds It with all its 
grease and grime. 
On this account 
sensitive nostrils suffer much. 
That 
tho simple life is healthful is attest- 
ed by the fact that these people who 
live amid conditions of fllth In which 
they should, by right, die oft like 
flies, continue to Increase and multi- 
ply. 


A hnt ten feet in diameter, this is 
tho Mashona*s home. 
It has a door 
£0 low ho must crawl Into It. 
Dogs, 
goats and fowls are also its tenants. 
It is warmed by a fire In the centre, 
v/hich also cooks his food. 
Tho v/hito 
visitor Is soon v/arned by suffering 
eyes and lungs that it is no place for 
him, as tho smoke only finds ogress 
through tho thatch roof. 
True, the 
meyuitoes are driven out, but tho 
n^tme caros little for mosquitoes. His 
food Is meal of native grains, ground 
by tho women on a flat stone by vub- 
.bing with another stone held in tho 
hands. 
A very primitivo way It is, 
and 
one 
v;bich 
continually 
wears 
away small pieces of tho hard granite 
to mingle 
with the 
meal. 
These 
sharp particles are very trying to the 
stomach of the white man, but the 
native seems to have the stomach of 
an ostrich, and thrives on it. 
Somo 
grains are also ground or sianiped 
to powder in a mortar madi from the 
trunk of a tree. 


Go with mo to a village In the 
early morning and you v/ill find the 
smoke rising from each hut through 
the grass roof. 
A fire is burning 
for warmth, and to cook the food 
which the v/omon will be grinding on 
the stones, and one hears on all sides 
the crunch, crunch of grinding. 
The 
most common nativo grain is a small 
millet, from which is made a red 
pottage, the same for which 
Esau 
sold 
his 
birthright. 
The meal is 
stirred Into boiling water until it is 
as thick as it can be stirred with a 
long stick held In both hands. 
This 
half-cooked mass is taken out and 
tossed into a basket pr a plate and 
patted into a loaf of tho color of 
chocolate and of the consistency of 
dough. 
This India ruboer-like mass 
may not be the equal of the multi- 
cooked, triple-digested health foods, 
hut it seems to suit these children 
of nature. 
By the time it is cooled 
the rest of the meal is ready. 
This 
may bo peanuts roasted in tho ashes, 
»omo one of the native beans, greens 
of various kinds, pumpkin, or meat. 
It is meat if it can be had, and the 
gift by the traveler of a tin of pre- 
served beef ii? highly appreciated. 


The native is almost omnivorous in 
tho matter of ineat. 
Killed freshly 
or ready for a ieast for the buzzards, 
it h all pne to him. 
Ho ma/ roast 


it on ^he stones by the fire, or stew 
it |tt k c^a^sely-mádo"oarthen-pot. 
A 
ctiuük of "sadza,*' tlj^é' porridge be- 
twoóTíi thumb and flngcv, dipped Into 
tjio 
or with a mórsei pulled off 


lliS uie^t. is devoured with a noise 
y 
of Í hofse criuiching Its feed of 
gi'ain. If no fresh meat is at hand tho 
etQro of locusts ""may be opened and 
a few handfuls heated on the 
fire 
are eaten with great relish 
{l/ter tjje logs and wings have boeu 
off. 
The ^ashonas are quito 
Íibstemíous usually, but if the white 
n i ^ furnishes 
the food 
they can 
¿loro away most Burpnaing qujintl-, 
ties. 
Other delicacies are caterpil- 
lars and souie of the auts. 
Tho apfs 
afo really delicious, having a sweet, 
¿íiilty flavor when roasted, but I can- 
^lot vouch for the tasto of tho cater- 
pYijars. 
My stomach is inured 
to 
many things, but there are Unfits. 
Tho catorplllar eaten is of the furry 
kln^, striped. 
It Is gathered 
into 
baskets, laid on the rocks, and trod- 
den by the feet or rolled under a 
flat stick until its feathers are rubbed 
off or mussed up considerably, then 
It is stewed for a few minutes, and 
is ready for the savory stew 
into 
which tliD mouthful of dough is to be 
dipped. 


Tho rnon have been sitting out- 
side aro'and a fire while the food was 
being prepared. 
After eating they 
go about their various duties, and 
are in tho open air until nightfall. 
They 
Eometimes travel 
almost In- 
crediblo distances on a journey 
or 
after game, and sometimes run down 
a rabbit 
or small 
antelope. 
The 
women do most of the v/ork in the 
garden s, although the men do the 
preliminary 
work of 
clearing the 
iicrubhy timber of the grojind select- 
ed for the gardens. 
This clearing 
does not come every year, as they 
work on a plot of ground until It Is 
exhausted 
before clearing 
another, 
The women dig up the earth 
into 
ridges with their hoes shaped like a 
pancake, sow the grain, cultivate and 
harvest It. 


The grain Is stored in temporary 
granaries near the thrashing 
floor, 
which is a flat rock or of 
hard, 
smooth earth, until it is thoroughly 
dry. Then it Is beaten out with sticks, 
winnowed by tossing from a basket in 
tho wind, 
and. 
finally, 
stored in 
granaries of reeds or grass, covered 
inside 
and 
out 
with 
mud. 
These 
granaries are usually built on rocks, 
and are of all sizes, from the small 
one to hold a fev/ pounds, perhaps 
of melon seeds, to the large ones, 
six feet tall by three feet in diam- 
eter. 
They are roofed with clay, and 
again with 
grass, 
and 
are only 
opened when needed for use. 
Great 
quantities 
of 
the 
grains 
are pur- 
chased by traders and sold to the 
mines, etc., 
as food 
for their la- 
borers. 
Everything is carried on the 
heads of tho women; there are no 
other beasts of burden. 


At noon the natives usually rest 
from their work and have a lunch, 
a small piece of "sadza" left from 
the morning 
meal and 
a pot of 
"doro." 
tho 
nativo 
beer, 
usually 
sufllcing. 
This beer may be either 
mild or 
quite Intoxicáting, 
and is 
made from the same native millet. 
It is thick and gi'uel-llke, and is quite 
nutritious. 
Doro is one of the great- 
est curses and most degrading influ- 
ences of the country. 
A crowd will 
get together In the afternoon with 
Immense pots of beer and drink as 
long as the beer lasts, winding up 
with a dance and often a fight. The 
dances 
may be anything 
from a 
simple child's play to most immoral 
affairs. 
Many of the dances are re- 
ligious 
ceremonies 
connected with 
the management of the affairs of tho 
people. 
The evening meal is pre- 
pared In the hut. usually after dark, 
and is the same as that of the morn- 
ing. 
Soon all arc asleep in the gar- 
ments bearing the filth and soil of 
the day's worli. 
And still they live 
and thrive. 
Rearing children is the 
woman's business, and she is rarely 
seen without ono on her back, and 
often a smaller one in her arms. 
Tho 
babies are comical little fellows, too, 
often frightened at the sight of a 
white 
face, 
but 
soon 
becoming 
friendly. 


King Marankl, in v/hose territory 
I have spent some time, is a good 
specimen of a barbarian gentleman. 
He was deprecating, ono day, 
the 
tendency of many of tho black people 
to steal, and his reasons were per- 
haps as good as those given by most 
white men. 
Said he: "It is not good 
to steal from white men, for the po- 
lice will catch them and put them in 
prt-ion. 
It Is not good to steal from 
Kafllrs, either. 
When I got drunk 
and He down to sleep I do not want 
to wake up and find my assegais and 
sticks gone." 
One day, as wo were 
walking 
over his 
gardens photo- 
graphing, WG came across the old 
man, not drunk enough to lio down, 
but enough 
so to bo 
happy. 
Ho 
talked so much that v/o could hardly 
get away, and then he v.'alked along 
with us sending his women off after 
presents. 
Wo finally hurried away, 
leaving our boys to depart v/hen they 
could, and x^iion they caught up with 
us they had three pumpkins, some 
bunches of corn in tho ear, and about 
a gallon of peanuts. 
Ho also made 
us several visits and was helpful to 
us in getting some good pictures of 
the natives and tho scenery. 


Many of thesa views of the old 
life cannot be obtained in a fev/ years, 
as things aro chan^iuíj rapidly. 
It 
will be well for tho native when ho 
passes this dan^'^rous period of tran- 
sition, 
Tho exposure of his skin to 
sun and air has no doubt had much 
to do with his good health. 
A di>;'y 
civilized garment is a dansevo^if thing 


to the òye and as 
des red. 
Théy are 


and far 
from beautiful 
or pictur- 
esque, whilo many of tho yovtliger 
people, clad chiefly In nature's g&rb, 
aro both pleasing to 
modest as can be aes 
a polygamous but quite a moral peo- 
ple according to their standards. 
To 
the v/hlte man any sense of nudity 
is dispelled by the chocolate-brown 
Bkln, and one admires the toxtufe of 
the glossy brown skin, tho fiupplo 
miTBcles, and the graceful 
propor- 
tions as ho might a- fine horsfe. 
Im- 
modesty is not thought of; It Is not 
In tho native's mind until implanted 
by the 
white 
man. 
Photography 
among the 
Mashonas is 
son^ewhat 
difflcujt. as they are shy. 
It Is only 
after some acquaintance and repefited 
visits and talk that they v/ill drop 
tUoir 
self-consciousness 
and 50 on 
with their work as though you wore 
ono of themselves. 


The Kaillr industries have declined 
since the advent of the whites. 
Iron 
is no Ic.nger smelted, and only^a few 
scattered smithies remain. 
The na- 
tives make a few assegais or knives. 
Most of their hoes, etc., are "m'ade 
in Germany" to the native pattern 
and sold from tho traders' 
stores. 
Tho cheap prints have entirely re- 
placed the old-tlm6 bark cloth. Iron 
pots. In many instances, 
take 
the 
place of the earthen ones. The wator- 
jars. either of calabash shells or of 
earthenv/are, 
with perh^-ps 
a few 
criss-cross scratches for decoration, 
remain as of old. 
A few baskets aro 
made, but with simple or no decora- 
tion, and tho people know nothing of 
color. 
Black and white is all they 
seem to see. 
They are away beloW 
our American Indian In Intellect or 
enterprise, 
but endure 
civilization 
better, taking what comes and not 
fretting under it. 
This makes the 
negro problem here serious. 


In traveling about this country one 
must of necessity use carriers, and 
this is work for the men. 
Each man 
carries his load of sixty pounds on 
his head or shoulder and trots off 
his fiftoen miles a day. 
He can do 
twenty-five or more if necessity com- 
pels, but it is not wisdom to rush 
things. 
There is also the occasional 
donkey if one desires to ride. 
Walk- 
ing Is usually preferable and health- 
ful, while if one is ill the hammock 
comes Into service. 
If ono travels 
but little during the rainy 
season 
thero is little cause to fear sickness. 
There is fever, but mosquito netting 
prevents that, and for all but a few 
months of the year the climate of 
these plateaus is delightful for out- 
door life. 
Pure air and 
sunshine, 
and some weather cool enough to he 
quite bracing, make this In reality a 
country for the white man, although 
it l3 but twenty degrees from the 
equator. 
The altitude of three thou- 
sand feet takes away most of 
the 
troubles of the tropics and 
leaves 
nearly the Ideal climate where one 
can with comfort be outdoors all day 
and all night most of tho year.— 
Leslie's Weekly, 


Turkish Farriery. 
' 


Turkish 
horseshoes are 
simply a 
flat plate of iron with a hole in the 
middle. 
In his volume of "Personal 
Adventures'* Colonel J. P. Robertson 
describes the extraordinary method of 
preparing the horse to be shod: 


Tho farrier takes a good long rope, 
doubles it, and knots a loop at the 
end to about the size of a good large 
horse-collar. 
This is to put over the 
horse's head after the manner of a 
horse-collar, the knot resting on the 
horse's chest. 


Then the 
two ends of 
rope are 
brought between his legs; each rope, 
then taken by a man. Is hitched on to 
the ifetlocks 
of his hind 
legs and 
brought through tho loop in front; 
then by a hard, steady pull the hind 
legs are drawn up to the fore legs, 
and the horse falls heavily on his 
side. 


All four 
feet are then 
tied to- 
gether by the fetlocks, the horse is 
proppi"d 
up on his back, and 
the 
farrier sits quietly down beside him, 
takes off all the old shoes and puts 
on now, 
AVhen the work is finished 
the horse is untied and allowed to 
get up.

UMEROUS Indeed are the motives which have led and still 
lead men to resort to expletives. 
Certain of those now in 
use contain little more than a repetition of the same idea 
expressed by two different words. 
A part of the compound 
has become obsolete or archaic; hence it needs or needed 
to have its 
meaning strengthened. 
Luke, 
for 
instance, 
meant "tepid"; but as it came to be somewhat unfamiliar, 
the sense was brought out with precision by adding to it 
warm. 
DiiTorent from this, though possibly allied to it. may 
bo the attributive use of widov^ In the expression widow woman. 
Tho second 
word of the combination is clearly unnecessary; but it may not have been 
always so. 
Tho difference of the final vowel in the original Anglo-Saxon words 
constituted the sole distinction between widuwa a "widower" and widuwe a 
"widow." 
When the levelling processes that went on after the Conquest 
gave to both these words the same ending -e, a natural way to fix definitely the 
idea ot femininity, before -er was added to create the masculine form, would 
be to append ' woman" to the common word. 
If this were so, it would be 
almost inevitable that the combination would survive long after the necessity 
for it had disappeared. 
However this may be, the expression has subsisted 
for centuries In our speech. 
When in our version of the Bible, the woman 
of Tekoah tells King David, "I am indeed a widow woman, and mine hus- 
band is dead." we are supplied in the same- short sentence with illustrations 
of two different sorts of expletives. 
For the one. the original Hebrew is 
necessarily responsible; for the other, the sixteenth-century translators. The 
Wycliffite version of the fourteenth century had "woman-widow." 
But what- 
ever the origin, the expression has come down to the present time. 
Nor is 
it confined, as is often asserted, to colloquial speech. 
To cite one instance 
out of many, it is used in Barnaby Rudge by Dickens, when speaking in his 
own person, 
"To find this widow v/oman." he says. 
, 
, 
. "linked mysterious- 
ly with an ill-omened man 
. 
. 
.was a discovery that pained as much as 
startled him."—Harper's Magazino.

playing that you are a horse eating hay in your stall, "a real horse, you 
know," as a child said to me last summer; playing wild animals in the most 
gruesome places until you are paralysized with terror and afraid of your- 
self in the dark; "making believe" In every instance that you are grown up 
or different from what you really are,—'That Is a wonderfully rich life.—

T is impossible to maintain over carriers the manifold con- 
trol of the dilîerent Stiites and the Federal government, be- 
cause it is impossible to separate local froiii through business 
and because whenever the State prescribes a schedule of 
rates for local business, it thereby directly and necessarily 
regulates interstate business as well.

authority be efficient, will represent their own commercial interests.

This has already 
brought us to the verge of civil war in North Carolina and been the occasion 
of tho sharpest acrimony in other States.

The Curious Primitive People ol Rhodesia. 


By E, L. SECHRIST, t Missionary in V&sbon&I&nd, 


In thp h.Igh lauds of RUodoaJa 
(B6i\tli Africa) tli^re live tho M&- 
Bbonas, who aio probably tho som6^ 
what detfVqdod descendants ^ of the 
people who oaco. worked tbo gold 
mjges of anbiept Opliir. No man c&ti 
tell tbo reason foi* ihe visa and fall 
of thoso people. 
\Vo only know tbat 
tljey aro noW so Idw In tbo scale of 
intelligence thtj* ft is bard to uhcjer- 
s^and bow tbeir ancestors mado tbo 
gre^t excavations. and tbo buildings 
with which (boy are credited/. Per­ 
haps tbo ruling pebple were sonie 
Arabic 
or Phoenician 
adventurers, 
who left so little of tbeir civilization 
here that when they wont away oven 
the memory of them was forgotten. 
.What may be an evidence of tbeir 
stay Is the occasional boolced nose 
w 
and thin lips of some negro who is 
often moro intelligent than bis fel­ 
lows’. 
Tbo Mashona people are of 
tbo Bantu race, but are lower than 
the Zulu or Matabele; in fact, their 
name means “the dirty, or filthy peo­ 
ple. V 


\T1ig whites are now coming into 
tbo country, 
developing 
its aban­ 
doned mines and exploiting mineral 
wealth of which tho ancient miners 
never dreamed. The native must sup­ 
ply the labor, but, he does not much 
enjoy it. 
Ho prefers to go to school 
and learn to read and write and sing 
and be a teacher or a preacher. Still 
he wa^ts tho clothcs and symbols 
of civilization, and will work to ob­ 
tain them. 
There is, however, occa­ 
sionally a man who has somo brains 
and is willing to work for the better­ 
ment of the condition of himself and 
his people. 
These few justify the 
efforts of the various missions and 
schools that are working among the 
natives. 
The 
Industrial 
schools 
teaching the dignity and worth of 
labor have something of a struggle. 
The nativo of these plateaus must 
work or starve, as his land does not 
flow with milk and honey. The fruits 
are small and poor. 
Cattlo there 
were in times past, but the dreadful 
plagues have reduced the herds till 
few, besides the kings, have cattle. 
One king, 
whose people 
number 
about seven thousand scattered thin­ 
ly over bis territory, has a herd of 
about thirty cattle. 


.The natives really live the simple 
life, and are comparatively well and 
healthy until they begin to acquire 
the clothes and vices of civilization. 
During this transition stage the na­ 
tive is a queer creature. When he 
learns the proper use of clothes— 
when he learns that if be has three 
suits it 
does not mean 
that all 
should be worn a t the same time 
while he works and perspires at a 
temperature of ninety degrees 
or 
higher; when he learns that a loin­ 
cloth and a derby or straw hat are 
incongruous, then he will also have 
learned some things about hygiene 
and sanitation that will make a dif­ 
ferent being of him. 
At present he 
wears his clothes day and night until 
they are too tattered to hang on his 
body. Then he acquires another gar­ 
ment, and behold! the old one is kept 
in its proper place because the new 
one covers and holds it with all its 
grease and grime. 
On this account 
sensitive nostrils suffer much. 
That 
the simple life is healthful Is attest­ 
ed by the fact that these people who 
live amid conditions of filth In which 
they should, by right, die off like 
flies, continue to Increase and multi­ 
ply. 


A lint ten feet in diameter, this is 
tho Mashona*s home. 
It has a door 
so low he must crawl Into it. 
Dogs, 
goats and fowls are also its tenants. 
It Is warmed by a fire in the centre, 
which also cooks his food. Tho white 
visitor is soon warned by suffering 
eyes and lungs that it is no place for 
him, as the smoke only finds ogress 
through tho thatch roof. 
True, the 
meMuitoes are driven out, but the 
xmlffe caros little for mosquitoes. His 
food is meal of native grains, ground 
by the women on a flat stone by rub­ 
bing with another stone held in tho 
hands. 
A very primitive way it is, 
and ono which continually wears 
away small pieces of tho hard granite 
to mingle 
with the 
meal. 
These 
sharp particles are very trying to the 
stomach of the white man, but the 
Jiative seems to have the stomach of 
an ostrich, and thrives on it. Somo 
grains are also ground or stamped 
to powder in a mortar madi from the 
trunk of a tree. 


Go with me to a village in the 
early morning and you will find the 
smoko rising from each hut through 
the grass roof. 
A fire is burning 
for warmth, and to cook the food 
which the women will be grinding on 
the stones, and one hears on all sides 
the crunch, crunch of grinding. The 
most common nativo grain is a small 
millet, from which is made a red 
pottage, the same for which Esau 
{¿old 
his 
birthright. 
The meal is 
stirred into boiling water until it is 
as thick as it can be stirred with a 
long stick held in both hands. 
This 
half-cooked mass is taken out and 
tossed into a basket pr a plate and 
patted into a loaf of tho color of 
chocolate and of the consistency of 
dough. 
This India rubber-like mass 
may not be the equal of the multi­ 
cooked, triple-digested health foods, 
but it seems to suit these children 
of nature. 
By the time it is cooled 
the rest of the meal is ready. 
This 
may bo peanuts roasted in tho ashes, 
gome one of the native beans, greens 
of various kinds, pumpkin, or meat. 
It Is meat if it can be had, and the 
gift by the traveler of a tin of pre­ 
served beef if? highly appreciated. 


The native is almost omnivorous in 
the matter of ¿neat. 
Killed freshly 
or ready for a feast for the buzzards, 
it is all one to him. 
He may roast 


it on £be stones by the fire, or stew 
» u » A cdafrsely-madGJ oarthen-pot. A 
cliuttk of "sadza,” tl^O* porridge be- 
txVobB thumb and finger, dipped into 
tjio st$W, or with a morsel pulled off 
lliS 
is devoured with a noise 


$6 of 5 hofae crunching its feed of 
girain. If no fresh meat is at band tho 
StQro of locusts'may be opened and 
a iefy handfuls heated on the fire 
are eaten with great relish 
{ifter tjje legs and wings have been 
snapped off. The ^Ja'shonas are quite 
Abstemious usually, but If the white 
Uijm furnishes 
the food 
they can 
¿lore away most surprising quantk 
ties, 
Other delicacies are caterpil­ 
lars and some of tho auts. 
The apis 
into really delicious, having a sweet, 
rfiilty flavor when roafcted, but I can­ 
not vouch for the tasto of tho cater­ 
pillars. 
My stomach is inured to 
many things, but there are limits. 
Tho caterpillar eaten is of the furry 
kinfl, striped. 
It is gathered into 
baskets, laid on the rocks, and trod­ 
den by the feet or rolled under a 
flat stick until its feathers are rubbed 
off or mussed up considerably, then 
it is stewed for a few minutes, and 
is ready for tho savory stew into 
which tho mouthful of dough is to be 
dipped. 


Tho men have been sitting out­ 
side around a firo while the food was 
being prepared. 
After eating they 
go about their various duties, and 
are in tho open air until nightfall. 
They 
eometfmes travel 
almost in- 
crediblo distances 011 a journey or 
after game, and sometimes run down 
a rabbit 
or small 
antelope. 
The 
women do most of the work In the 
gardens, although the men do the 
preliminary 
work of 
clearing the 
«crubby timber of the ground select­ 
ed for the gardens. 
This clearing 
does not come every year, as they 
work on a plot of ground until it Is 
exhausted 
before clearing 
another, 
The women dig up the earth into 
ridges with their hoes shaped like a 
pancake, sow the grain, cultivate and 
harvest it. 


The grain is stored in temporary 
granaries near the thrashing floor, 
which is a flat rock or of hard, 
smooth earth, until it is thoroughly 
dry. Then it Is beaten out with sticks, 
winnowed by tossing from a basket in 
tho wind, 
and, finally, 
stored in 
granaries of reeds or grass, covered 
inside and out with mud. 
These 
granaries are usually built on rocks, 
and are of all sizes, from the small 
one to hold a few pounds, perhaps 
of melon seeds, to the large ones, 
six feet tall by three feet in diam­ 
eter. 
They aro roofed with clay, and 
again with 
grass, 
and 
are only 
opened when needed for use. 
Great 
quantities of the grains are pur­ 
chased by traders and sold to the 
mines, etc., 
as food 
for their la­ 
borers. 
Everything is carried on the 
heads of tho women; there are no 
other beasts of burden. 


At noon tho natives usually rest 
from their work and have a lunch, 
a small piece of “sadza” left from 
the morning 
meal and 
a pot of 
"doro,” 
tho 
nativo 
beer, 
usually 
sufficing. 
This beer may be either 
mild or 
quite intoxic&ting, 
and is 
made from the same native millet. 
It is thick and gruel-like, and is quite 
nutritious. Doro Is one of the great­ 
est curses and most degrading influ­ 
ences of the country. 
A crowd will 
get together In the afternoon with 
immense pots of beer and drink as 
long as the beer lasts, winding up 
with a dance and often a fight. The 
dances 
may be anything 
from a 
simple child's play to most Immoral 
affairs. 
Many of the dances are re­ 
ligious 
ceremonies 
connected with 
tho management of the affair3 of tho 
people. 
The evening meal is pre­ 
pared in the hut. usually after dark, 
and Is the same as that of the morn­ 
ing. 
Soon all are asleep in the gar­ 
ments bearing the filth and soil of 
the day's work. 
And still they live 
and thrive. 
Rearing children is the 
woman's business, and she is rarely 
seen without ono on her back, and 
often a smaller one in her arms. Tho 
babies are comical little fellows, too, 
often frightened at the sight of a 
white 
face, 
but 
soon 
becoming 
friendly. 


King MarankI, in whose territory 
I have spent some time, is a good 
specimen of a barbarian gentleman. 
Ho was deprecating, ono day, the 
tendency of many of tho black people 
to steal, and his reasons were per­ 
haps as good as those given by most 
white men. 
Said he: '‘It is not good 
to steal from white men, for the po­ 
lice will catch them and put them in 
prhon. 
It is not good to steal from 
Kaffirs, cither. 
When I got drunk 
and lie down to sleep I do not want 
to wake up and find my assegais and 
sticks gone.1' 
One day, as we were 
walking 
over his 
gardens photo­ 
graphing, we came across tho old 
man, not drunk enough to lie down, 
but enough 
so to bo 
happy. 
Ho 
talked so much that wo could hardly 
get away, and then he walked along 
with us sending his women off after 
presents. 
Wo finally hurried away, 
leaving our boys to depart when they 
could, and when they caught up with 
us they had three pumpkins, some 
bunches of corn in tho ear, and about 
a gallon of peanuts. 
Ho also made 
us several visits and was helpful to 
us in getting some good pictures of 
the natives and tho scenery. 


Many of these views of the old 
life cannot be obtained in a few years, 
as things aro changing rapidly. 
It 
will bo well for tho native when he 
passes this dangerous period of tran­ 
sition. 
Tho exposure of his skin to 
sun and air has no doubt had much 


and far 
from beautiful 
or pictur­ 
esque, while many of tho yoyhger 
people, clad chiefly in nature's g&rb, 
are both pleasing to the bye and as 
modest as can be desired. 
Th6*y are 
a polygamous but qulto a moral peo­ 
ple according to tbeir standards. To 
the white man any sense of nudity 
is dispelled by the chocolate-brown 
skin, and one admires the texture of 
the glossy brown skin, tho dupple 
muscles, and the graceful propor­ 
tions as he might a- fine horsfc. 
Im­ 
modesty is not thought of; it is not 
in tho native’s mind until implanted 
by tho 
white 
man. 
Photography 
among the 
Masfconas Is 
somewhat 
difficult, as they are shy. 
It Is only 
after some acquaintance and repeated 
visits and talk that they v/ill drop 
thoir 
self-consciousness 
and go on 
with their work as though you wore 
ono of themselves. 


The Kaffir industries have declined 
since the advent of the whites. Iron 
is 110 lc.nger smelted, and only^a few 
scattered smithies remain. 
The na­ 
tives make a few assegais or knives. 
Most of their hoes, etc., are "made 
in Germany” to the native pattern 
and sold from tho traders’ stores. 
The cheap prints have entirely re­ 
placed the old-tini6 bark cloth. Iron 
pots, in many instances, take the 
place of the earthen ones. The water- 
jars, either of calabash shells or of 
earthenware, 
with perhaps 
a few 
criss-cross scratches for decoration, 
remain as of old. 
A few baskets aro 
made, but with simple or no decora­ 
tion, and tho people know nothing of 
color. 
Black and white is all they 
seem to see. 
They are away below 
our American Indian in intellect or 
enterprise, 
but endure 
civilization 
better, taking what comes and not 
fretting under it. 
This makes the 
negro problem here serious. 


In traveling about this country one 
must of necessity use carriers, and 
this is work for the men. 
Each man 
carries his load of sixty pounds 011 
his head or shoulder and trots off 
his fifteen miles a day. 
He can do 
twenty-five or more if necessity com­ 
pels, but it is not wisdom to rush 
things. 
There is also the occasional 
donkey if one desires to ride. Walk­ 
ing is usually preferable and health­ 
ful, while If one is ill the hammock 
comes into service. 
If ono travels 
but little during the rainy season 
there is little cause to fear sickness. 
There Is fever, but mosquito netting 
prevents that, and for all but a few 
months of the year the climate of 
these plateaus is delightful for out­ 
door life. 
Pure air and sunshine, 
and some weather cool enough to be 
quite bracing, make this in reality a 
country for the white man, although 
it is but twenty degrees from the 
equator. 
The altitude of three thou­ 
sand feet takes away most of the 
troubles of the tropics and leaves 
nearly the Ideal climate where one 
can with comfort be outdoors all day 
and all night most of tho year.— 
Leslie’s Weekly. 


Turkish Farriery. 
* 


Turkish 
horseshoes are 
simply a 
flat plate of iron with a hole in the 
middle. 
In his volume of "Personal 
Adventures*4 Colonel J. P. Robertson 
describes the extraordinary method of 
preparing the horse to be shod: 


The farrier takes a good long rope, 
doubles it, and knots a loop at the 
end to about the size of a good large 
horse-collar. 
This is to put over the 
horse's head after the manner of a 
horse-collar, the knot resting on the 
horse’s chest. 


Then the 
two ends of 
rope are 
brought between his legs; each rope, 
then taken by a man, Is hitched on to 
the fetlocks 
of his hind 
legs and 
brought through tho loop in front; 
then by a hard, steady pull the hind 
legs are drawn up to the fore legs, 
and the horse falls heavily on his 
side. 


All four 
feet are then 
tied to­ 
gether by the fetlocks, the horse is 
propped up on his back, and the 
farrier sits quietly down beside him, 
takes off all the old shoes and puts 
on now. 
When the work is finished 
the horse is untied and allowed to 
get up. 


Psmish tho Officials. 


Punish 
future infraction 
of tho

rations, it Is an act of great injus­ 
tice; in short, it is an outrage.

wages of the 
great wage-earning public, for the 
poor men lend to the rich corpora­ 
tions because they know that the 
notes of tho rich coroorations have 
always been their safest investment.

UMEROUS indeed are the motives which have led and still 
lead men to resort to expletives.

Tho second 
word of the combination is clearly unnecessary; but it may not have been 
always so. Tho difference of the final vowel in the original Anglo-Saxon words 
constituted the sole distinction between widuwa a “widower** and widuwe a 
“widow.** When the levelling processes that went on after the Conquest 
gave to both these words the same ending -e, a natural way to fix definitely the 
idea of femininity, before -er was added to create the masculine form, would 
be to append 4 woman” to the common word. If this were so, it would be 
almost inevitable that the combination would survive long after the necessity 
for it had disappeared. However this may be, the expression has subsisted 
for centuries in our speech. When in our version of the Bible, the woman 
of Tekoah tells King David, “I am indeed a widow woman, and mine hus­ 
band is dead,” we are supplied in the same* short sentence with illustrations 
of two different sorts of expletives. For the one, the original Hebrew Is 
necessarily responsible; for the other, the sixteentli-century translators. The 
Wycliffite version of the fourteenth century had “woman-widow.” But what­ 
ever the origin, the expression has come down to the present time. Nor is 
it confined, as is often asserted, to colloquial speech. To cite one instance 
out of many, it is used in Barnaby Rudge by Dickens, when speaking in his 
own person. 
“To find this widow woman," he says, . . . “linked mysterious­ 
ly with an ill-omened man 
. . .was a discovery that pained as much as 
startled him.”—Harper’s Magazine.

T is impossible to maintain over carriers the manifold con­ 
trol of the diiferent Suites and the Federal government, be­ 
cause it is impossible to separate local from through business 
and because whenever the State prescribes a schedule of 
rates for local business, it thereby directly and necessarily 
regulates interstate business as well. The necessary conse­ 
quence is tb it either the nation must take control of com­ 
merce within the Siate, or Slates will take control of com­ 
merce between the States. State control of railroads will 
re-establish State supremacy over interstate commerce, to prevsut; which 
was tho chief domestic cause for the adoption of the Constitution. Hitherto 
State regulation has been inefficient, and for that reason alone its localizing 
power has not become manifest. It is now becoming organized, energetic, 
and effective. If continued it will work its inevitable result. No rivalry can 
surpass that of our commercial centres, and State governments, let thetr 
authority be efficient, will represent their own commercial interests. 
Tho 
national government and the States cannot prescribe rules to the same instru­ 
mentality without being brought into constant conflict. This has already 
brought us to the verge of civil war in North Carolina and been the occasion 
of tho sharpest acrimony in other States. 
Such a conflict must in the end

RECKLESSNESS IN HIGH PLACES. 


Dr. Adler ExpSams Why the Sword 


of Justice Is So Blunt. 


Dr.FelIx Adler, speaking before the 


Society for Ethical Culture, said that 
the country's financial troubles were 
due to the moral recklessness of men 
in high places 
Most of the wicked- 


ness of the world, he declared, was 
not deliberately planned, but the indi- 
rect result of the policy of those who 
did not care for consequences. 


''Moral recklessness and obliquity in 


men in high places have shaken con- 
fidence in American securities," he 
said, "and diminished the value of our 
assets. The actual wealth of the coan- 
try is only a part of the assets. The 
farm products of the United States for 
the last year were valued at seven 
and a half billions, but the principle 
of fair play, of giving an equivalent 
for good received, is the lien or securi- 
ty on our wealth, and the real asset 
Here we have the spectacle of a na- 
tion financial causes. 


"Robbers at long range, franchise 


steaiers, directors who loan money to 
one another at one third less than the 
market rate, poisoners at long range; 
these last are gentlemen of good breed- 
ing, who wear clean linen, who move 
In the best society, yet they are pois- 
oners, since they adulterate the food 
we eat, or worse still, the drugs used 
by the sick. And so the ugly list 
swells. Lying advertisers, jerry build- 
ers who have influence with the Build- 
ing department, counterfeiters, confi- 
dence men, and all the wretched brood 
The Sword of Justice, why is it so 
blunt? It strikes, but very rarely cuts. 
This is one reason why: The distance 
between the doer and the deed is so 
great, the difference between the real 
and the apparent responsibility is so 
hard to find."—From the New York 
Evening Post.

Dr.Felix Adler, speaking before the 
Society for Ethical Culture, said that 
the country's 
financial 
troubles were 
due to the moral recklessness of men 
In high places.

ness of the world, he declared, was 
not deliberately planned, but the indi- 
rect result of the policy of those who 
did not care for consequences. 


"Moral recklessness and obliquity in 
men In high places have shaken con- 
fidence 
in American 
securities," 
he 
said, "and -diminished the value of our 
assets. The actual wealth of the coun- 
try l9 only a part of the assets. 
The 
farm products of the United States for 
the last year were valued at seven 
and a half billions, but the principle 
of fair play, of giving an equivalent 
for good received, is the lien or securi- 
ty on our wealth, and the real asset. 
Here we have the spectacle of a na- 
tion 
financial 
causes. 


"Robbers at long range, franchise 
stealers, directors who loan money to 
one another at one-third less than the 
market rate, poisoners at long range; 
these last are gentlemen of good breed- 
ing, who wear clean linen, who move 
in the best society, yet they are pois- 
oners, since they adulterate the food 
we eat, or worse still, the drugs used 
by the sick.

No matter what he did, wheth- 
er sweeping floors or planting corn 
or studying lessons, he always went 
to the root of things, and did them 
thoroughly, leaving no loose ends to 
trip up later on. 
Afterward, in his 
public speaking, he often won the day 
over an opponent just because he had 
thoroughly mastered every detail of 
the subject on which they were to 
speak. 
The many 
disappointments, 
too, which Abraham Lincoln's early 
life had known made him always very 
kind 
and courteous to others 
who 
were struggling, and he never let his 
discouragements keep him from try- 
ing once more. 
Over and again his 
business ventures failed, and he was 
many 
times 
defeated for 
political 
offices before ho 
filled 
that at 
the 
head of this big country of ours. 
But 
each time he failed he learned some- 
thing that was of use to him in his 
next effort. 
He used to say that he 
v/ould never have known how to be 
President if he hadn't had to learn so 
often and over how not to be many 
other things. 


"The sadness and poverty of his 
own boyhood, too, made 
him 
very 
gentle and Indulgent with all chil- 
dren. 
He was never impatient with 
them, no matter what they did, or too 
tired or busy to give them a pleasure. 
In fact, now I come to think of it, 
Lincoln was perhaps more of a chil- 
dren's President than any we have 
had, and there Is no holiday children 
ought to be happier to have than the 
one that marks his birthday."

His 
wife is also very ill with the same dis­ 
ease and a son is ill with pneumonia 
while a little daughter is confined to her 
bed with a severe cold.

Huge Totals -of 


Products and Exports. 


Fifteen billions of dollars represent 


the value of the production of manu- 
factures in the United States in the 
year ended June 39, as shown in the 
annual report of Col. John M. Cal^ 
son, Chief of the Bureau of Manufac- 
tures. 


Last year the aggregate value of 


domestic merchandise exported was 
11,854,000,000, an increase of nearly 
?136,000,C'00 over the preceding year. 
In this classification 
"manufactures 


ready for consumption" are credited 
with 
1450,000,000^ 
end 
"foodstuffs 


partly or wholly manufactured" and 
"manufactures 
for further 
use in 


manufacturing," aggregating $506,000,- 
000, are grouped, making the aggre- 
gate value of manufactures exported 
$1,086,000,000 


Special significance is attached to 


the increase of nearly $20,000,000 in 
the exports of completed manufact- 
ures, in view of the fact that the ex- 
perts of cotton cloths declined more 
than ?21,GOO,000 because of the loss 
in the cotton trade with China. 


The cottonseed product exports for 


the year were upward of $40,500,000, 
aa increase of $9,500,000 over I90G.

McGavIn, of Chicago, Says They Sacrifice Tliclr Souls to Snobbery—Auction 
Block of Fifth Avenuc-"''Oh, Mamma, Buy Mc That!" Girl Says, and It 
is Done, In McGavin's View—Every Day a Bargain Day in New 
York, Whether For a Yard of Ribbon or a Pound of Flesh.

Wcoiungton, D. C.—Declaring that 
the women concerned "sacrifice their 
souls and their honor on the altar of 
snobbery and vice," 
Representative 
Charles IMcGavin. of Chicago, took 
occasion In the House to denounce 
"the international marriage habit" on 
the part *of American heiresses. It 
was only a few days ago that Repre- 
sentative Sabath, of Chicago, intro- 
duced a bill to tax all property expa- 
triated through marriage settlements 
made on account of such alliances. 
Mr. McGavln, who is a native of Illi- 
nois, got to Congress by defeating 
Carter H. Harrison's brother. 


"In thinking of these 
numerous 
weddings," he said, "I wondered 
what the early pioneers who battled 
with the Indians, challenged the for- 
est and braved the winter's 
winds 
and snows to establish a Government 
where manhood might be recognized 
for its true value, instead of for the 
accident of birth, would say if from 
their graves they could look 
back 
and see so many of the women of this 
country sacificing their souls upon 
the altar of snobbery and vice. 


"I have no reference to any partic- 
ular girl, nor have I prejudice against 
all of these titled men, for some of 
them are worthy to grace any home; 
some of them 
have added to the 
honor of their 
names and to the 
glory of their countries. I have ref- 
erence only to those who have a mon- 
ocle on their eye and aij ijcliotic look 
upon their faces — those who have 
neither the disposition to be good nor 
the ability to do harm. 


"A bill has been introduced in the 
House by one of my colleagues from 
Chicago to levy a tax upon all dow- 
ries and upon their titled husbands. 
I am not here to advocate the passage 
of that bill or to oppose it, but my 
curiosity has been aroused to know 
to 
what 
committee it might 
have 
been referred. The Committee on 
Foreign Relations might do, or the 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce might also be appropriate. 


"But on further thought and exam- 
ination I found it had been very prop- 


to know whether the present tariff 
schedule included dukes, earls, lords 
and counts, and finding that these 
things were nowhere mentioned, I 
thought it might be proper for the 
customs ofllcers to classify them like 
frogs' legs, as poultry, for It is the 
general 
opinion 
among 
Americans 
that they are a species of geese. 


"We upon this side of the House 
have in recent years referred trium- 
phantly to the fact that, as between 
this and other nations, the balance of 
trade was In our favor, but nowhere 
in the summary can be found a refer- 
ence to such trades as these, where 
soiled and frayed 
nobility Is ex- 
changed for a few million dollars 
wrung from the lambs of Wall Street 
with a woman thrown in 'to boot.' 
Every day seems to be a bargain day 
in the great city of New York, wheth- 
er it be for a yard of ribbon or a 
pound of flesh; whether it be upon 
the retail counter of Broadway or the 
auction block of Fifth avenue. 


"There was a time when wealthy 
Americans traveling in Europe were 
content with 
buying costly fabrics 
and paintings by old masters of whom 
they knew nothing, but now they buy 
something even more costly but less 
valuable. 
When the wealthy 
girls 
trav§ain<i with their parents abroad 
see some remnant of royalty they en- 
thusiastically exclaim, 'Oh, mamma, 
buy me that.' 
An Interpreter is se- 
cured, the bargain Is made, the 
money Is produced, and the girl is 
gone—soon to return a sadder but a 
wiser woman. 


"While I have engaged In some 
criticism of those particular women 
who have made a mockery of the 
most sacred 
relations of life — of 
those not satisfied with any other 
name 
than 
Countess Spaghetti or 
Macaroni—I want to say one word in 
tribute to those true American wom- 
en who spruned the wiles of earls,' 
lords and counts for the love of His 
Majesty, an American citizen." 


Bureau 
Shows 
Huge 
Totals 'Of 


Products and Exports. 


Fifteen billions of dollars represent 
the value of the production of manu- 
factures In the United States In tho 
year ended June 30, as shown in thf^ 
annual report of Col. John M. C a % 
son, Chief of tho Bureau of Manufac- 
tures. 


Last year the aggregate value of 
domostic -merchandise 
exported was 
$1,854.000.000, an Increase of nearly 
$13G,000,000 over tho preceding year. 
In 
this classification 
"manufactures 
ready for consumption" are 
credited 
with 
1480,000,000, 
and "foodstuffs 
partly or wholly manufactured" and 
"manufactures for further use In 
manufacturing," aggregating $606,000,- 
000, are grouped, making the 
aggre- 
gate value of manufactures exported 
$1.086.000,000 


Special significance is attached to 
the increase of nearly $20,000.000 in 
the exports of completed manufact- 
ures, in view of the fact that the ex- 
ports of cotton cloths declined more 
than $21.000,000 because of the loss 
in the cotton trade with China. 


The cottonseed product exports for 
the year were upward of $40,500.000, 
an Increase of $9.500.000 
over 
1906. 
In commenting on these figures the re- 
port says: 


"Aside from its intrinsic value this 
relatively new industry has an eco- 
nomic value and Importance to tho 
country, the beneficial results of which 
are especially felt i n , the 
several 
states "in which cotton is indigenous 
and in which the cottonseed industry 
is natui-ally located." 


The success attending Investigation 
by experts sent abroad has 'led to tho 
adoption of the policy of specializing 
investigations of trade conditions In 
foreign markets. 


One of the obstacles to the enlarge- 
ment of export trade is the uncer- 
tainty of transit between 
places of 
production and the seaboard. Mer- 
chants in the Orient especially com- 
plain that calculation cannot be made 
as to when goods ordered in the United 
States 
will be delivered, and in 
consequence orders go to European 
houses that should come to those of 
this country. 
The bureau has been In 
correspondence with managers of rail- 
way and ocean steamship companies 
with a view to obtaining more reliable 
and rapid 
transit for merchandise 
destined to foreign countries. 


Demands made by business men for 
the extension of the parcels post to 
foreign countries is discussed, it is 
asserted that 
this 
extension would 
open marlcets now closed to American 
business men for latk of transporta- 
tion facilities, but which are open to 
their competitors. 


500 American Girls, With 


$204,000,000, Have Wed Titles 


New York City.—More than 500 
American girls have married 
titled 
foreigners, and a careful statistician 
has figured that a trifle more than 
$204,000,000 has been taken 
over 
seas through cupid's Influence. 
This 
amount does not Include the $12,- 
000,000 fortune of Miss Gladys Van- 
derbilt, who married 
Count 
Szech- 
enyi, of Hungary. 


But the record of infelicitous In- 
ternational 
marriages Is appalling, 
and the divorce court history of the 
past few years teems with the names 
of titled foreigners who married rich 
American girls. 
There are few of 
these cases in which the American 
wife did not bring the suit either for 
separation or divorce. 


Some of the matches have been 
love matches, and In these instances, 
with few exceptions, the American 
wives have been happy. 
But these 


are the exceptions that prove the rule. 
Unhapplness, 
shame and ignominy 
have come in most of the Internation- 
al marriages. 


The most recent American heiress 
to sue for a divorce was the Countess 
of Castellane, who was Miss Anna 
Gould. 
This was a love match that 
ended disastrously. 
And when Miss 
Gould married the picturesque Boni 
it was confidently believed It was a 
union that would' bring happiness to 
the bride. 
Miss Gould brought $17,- 
000.000 to her Count. 


There is a prevalent opinion that 
it is safer for a young 
American 
heiress to take up the lion taming 
business and to plunge on the races 
than to marry a title. 
The general 
view seems to be that with such a 
marriage she is sure to lose her 
money and her happiness, and is 
lucky if she gets off with her life.

Fifteen billions of dollars represent 
the value of the production of manu­ 
factures in the United States in tho 
year ended June 30, as shown in th» 
annual report of 
Col. John M. Ca% 
son, Chief of tho Bureau of Manufac­ 
tures. 


Last year the aggregate value 
of 
domostic 
merchandise exported was 
$1,S54,000,000, an increase of nearly 
$130,000,000 over tho preceding year. 
In 
this classification “manufactures 
ready for consumption” are 
credited 
with 
$480,000,000, 
and 
“foodstuffs 
partly or wholly manufactured” and 
“manufactures 
for 
further 
use 
in 
manufacturing,” aggregating $606,000,- 
000, are grouped, making the 
aggre­ 
gate value of manufactures exported 
$1,086,000,000 
Special significance is attached to 
the increase of nearly $20,000,000 in 
the exports of 
completed manufact­ 
ures, in view of the fact that the ex­ 
ports of cotton cloths declined more 
than $21,000,000 because of the loss 
in the cotton trade with China. 


The cottonseed product exports for 
the year were upward of $40,500,000, 
an increase of $9,500,000 
over 
190G. 
In commenting on these figures the re­ 
port says: 


“Aside from its intrinsic value this 
relatively new industry has 
an eco­ 
nomic value and importance to 
the 
country, the beneficial results of which 
are especially felt 
in, the 
several 
states 'in which cotton is indigenous 
and in which the cottonseed industry 
Is naturally located.’’ 


The success attending investigation 
by experts sent abroad has 'led to the 
adoption of the policy of specializing 
investigations of trade conditions in 
foreign markets. 


One of the obstacles to the enlarge­ 
ment of export trade is 
the 
uncer­ 
tainty of transit between 
places 
of 
production and the 
seaboard. 
Mer­ 
chants in the Orient especially com­ 
plain that calculation cannot be made 
as to when goods ordered in the United 
States 
will 
be 
delivered, 
and 
in 
consequence orders go to European 
houses that should come to those of 
this country. 
The bureau has been in 
correspondence with managers of rail­ 
way and ocean steamship companies 
with a view to obtaining more reliable 
and rapid 
transit 
for 
merchandise 
destined to foreign countries. 


Demands made by business men for 
the extension of the parcels post to 
foreign countries is discussed. 
It is 
asserted that 
this 
extension would 
open markets now closed to American 
business men for lack of transporta­ 
tion facilities, but which are open to 
their competitors.

EACH 
LOST A 
HAND: 


To save tho lives of three fellow 
workmen two Ironworkers 
on 
tho 
Blackv/eira 
Island 
Bridge 
suffered 
oach tho loss of a hand. 
A heavy 
steel plate was slipping out of posi- 
tion and would havo fallen on three 
men on a platform fifteen feet below 
had not its progress been checkéd by 
grinding through tho wrists of the 
two men who had been assigned to 
the work of setting the plate. 


It was high In tho air on tho Rav- 
enswood tower of tho new 
bridge 
that the accident happened. 
The men 
charged with fitting tho heavy plate 
Into position wero John J. McGlynn, 
of No. 1200 Van Alot avenüé. Long 
Island City, and 0, Jude, of No. 152 
East 
Sixteenth 
street, 
Manhattan. 
Above and around them wero a score 
of ironworkers clinging to tho lofty 
structure. 


The plate on which McGlynn and 
Judo were working was almost In 
place, when something gave v/ay and 
It began to slide off the supporting 
beams. 
Realizing that its fall meant 
death to the men below, both men 
thrust a hand into a crevice below 
tho sliding plate to check its pro- 
gress, at tho same time shouting a 
warning to thoso below. 
The sharp 
edge of the plate caught McGlynn's 
left 
wrist 
and Jude's right wrist, 
crushing them, but the barrier of 
flesh and bone served to prevent fur- 
ther sliding of tho plate. 


While 
men 
hurriedly 
rigged 
a 
tackle to haul tho plate back Into po- 
sition McGlynn and Jude were held 
to their positions by their crushed 
wrists. 
Ropes were tied about them 
to prevent their falling when 
the 
plato was removed, but neither of 
them fainted. 
They wero lowered 
to the ground and attended by Dr. 
Hurley, who arrived with An ambu- 
lance from St. John's Hospital. 


Jude'fi hand was almost completely 
severed, and Dr. Hurley removed it 
before taking him to the hospital. 
MrGlynn's wrist was not cut through, 
but 
amputation 
was 
necessary.—

road men employed In the country 
was two and one-half times as great 
&s the percentage of men executed 


for mhrdcr compared *!th tb* total 
number of murder« eomftltUd.

EACH LOST A HAND.' 


To save the lives of three fellow 
workmen two Ironworkers on tho 
Blackwell's Island Bridge suffered 
each tho loss of a hand. 
A heavy 
steel plate was slipping out of posi­ 
tion and would havo fallen on three 
men on a platform fifteen feet below 
had not its progress been checked by 
grinding through tho wrists of the 
two men who had been assigned to 
the work of setting the plate. 


It was high in tho air on the Rav- 
enswood tower of tho new bridge 
that the accident happened. The men 
charged with fitting the heavy plate 
into position wero John J. McGlynn, 
of No. 1200 Van Alst avenhe, Long 
Island City, and 0. Jude, of No. 162 
East 
Sixteenth 
street, 
M anhattan. 
Above and around them wero a score 
of ironworkers clinging to tho lofty 
structure. 


The plate on which McGlynn and 
Judo were working was almost in 
place, when something gave way and 
It began to slide off the supporting 
beams. 
Realizing that its fall meant 
death to the men below, both men 
thrust a hand into a crevice below 
tho sliding plate to check its pro­ 
gress, at the same time shouting a 
warning to those below. 
The sharp 
edge of the plate caught McGlynn’s 
left 
wrist 
and Jude’s right wrist, 
crushing them, but the barrier of 
flesh and bone served to prevent fur­ 
ther sliding of the plate. 


While 
men 
hurriedly rigged 
a 
tackle to haul the plate back into po­ 
sition McGlynn and Jude were held 
to their positions by their crushed 
wrists. 
Ropes were tied about them 
to prevent their falling when the 
plate was removed, but neither of 
them fainted. 
They wero lowered 
to the ground and attended by Dr. 
Hurley, who arrived with An ambu­ 
lance from St. John's Hospital. 


Jude’s hand was almost completely 
severed, and Dr. Hurley removed it 
before taking him to the hospital. 
MrGlynn’s wrist was not cut through, 
but 
amputation 
was 
necessary.— 
From the New York Herald.

Mother** Club Heart. 


Mrs. Lillie Devcroaux Blakp thinks 
that men’s clothes arc just as mi com* 
fortablo and injurious to 
health 
as 
women’s, and as they are the lords of 
creation and women follow meekly in 
their footsteps she 
holds them 
re­ 
sponsible for the irrational 
clothing 
of both sexeg. 
Talking to 
tho New 
York City Mothers* Club, she said: 


“Men wear atrocious clothes. They 
arc both hideous and 
uncomfortable 
and detrimental to health. 
I should 
think they would be glad to 
put 
on 
women's clothes. 
These poor, miser­ 
able men, I feel sorry for them when 
1 see them 
dressed 
in 
tho 
same 
clothes that they wear in winter when 
tho 
thermometer is 
above SO. 
It 
must be 
perfectly 
awful 
to 
wear 
clothes like that in 
hot weather. 
If 
I were a lord of creation 1 would try 
to adapt my clothes to the climate.” 


Professor Mary Schenek Woolman, 
of Teachers College, had been talking 
about women's clothes and has 
told 
some startling things about their ab­ 
surdities. 


“We are not quite so bad as wo used 
to be,*4 said 
Mrs. Woolman. 
“Four­ 
teen years ago I got a woman to let mo 
weigh her clothes and found that she 
had been carrying around twenty-four 
pounds. 
And it had never occurred 
to her that her clothes were 
heavy. 
In another 
case I 
found 
a woman 
wearing 
twenty-two 
thicknesses 
of 
cloth around her waist and only one 
over her chest.” 


Mrs. Woolman also said that women 
wero not interested in their homes, a 
fact which she attributed to defective 
education. 
For the same reason, she 
said, they didn’t know how 
to 
buy, 
and that by insisting 
on 
cheapness 
while they knew nothing about qual­ 
ity they force 
manufacturers 
into 
adulteration and dishonesty. 
In these 
matters Mrs. Blake also came to the 
defence of her sex. 


“For 
every woman who 
neglects 
her home,’* sho said, “there is a man 
who neglects his. 
And it is no won­ 
der if we want things cheap, for we 
are the pauper sex. 
When a woman 
works hard rearing children and tak­ 
ing care of a house she has a right to 
an adequate share of her husband’s 
income, but she has 
only what 
he 
chooses to dole out to her. Of course, 
husbands are generally good fellows, 
quite as good as their wives as a rule, 
though that may not be saying very 
much, but they don’t always ree that 
their wvies have the money that 
is 
theirs by right.”—New York Tribune.
